Remembering 
‘the Chosin Few’ 
and ‘the Forgotten’ 


The Stevens Street bridge over 
the Shawsheen River will be 
dedicated to Andover’s 624 
Korean War veterans at 12:15 
p.m. Saturday, Nov. 11. Veter- 
an Alvin H. Magoon, 64, of 211 
Andover St., will be there. He 
talked with the Townsman this 
week about one part of his six 
months in Korea in 1950.

“Tt was dark — 8 or 9 o’clock at 
night — when they came scream- 
ing down at us. The infantry just 
overran us. They ripped open 


tents — they got a lot of people in 
the tents. It was a battle all night 
long. I happened to be setting out 
on a machine gun.” 

While telling his story, Alvin 
Magoon gets up at one point to 
answer the door. 

“This stuff brings back night- 
mares to me, I’ll tell you,” he 
says, almost shuddering. 

Mr. Magoon is recalling the 
battle of the Chosin Reservoir in 
Northern Korea, 45 years ago 
this month. Mr. Magoon’s wife of 
44 years, Evelyn, is worried that

FinCom bypasses Champy vote 


Neighbors want to see land deal in writing

Members of the town’s Finance Commit- 
tee this week opted not to take a position on 
the rezoning article for the Nov. 20 Special 
Town Meeting, but left open the possibility 
that they may make a recommendation 
before it comes to a vote on the floor. 

Joanne Marden, longtime FinCom mem- 
ber, said the board did not find there was a 
sufficient financial reason for members to 


take a position on the article, and that for 
now, members thought the issue should be 
decided on its other merits. 

The only article on the Nov. 20 Special 
Town Meeting warrant proposes to rezone a 
portion of the 70-acre Champy property off 
Stirling Street, adjacent to Den Rock Park, 
from Industrial-D to Single Residence-B. The 
rezoning would pave the way for develop-

Andover man stood with Yitzhak Rabin 


Sheldon Cohen was in Israel in 1994 for his son’s Bar Mitzvah

I stood near Yitzhak Rabin in Israel. 

My son, Roger, and I had traveled there in 
the summer of 1994 with other members of 
our family to celebrate Roger’s Bar Mitzvah. 

As we arrived at Ben Gurion Airport in 
Tel Aviv on the afternoon of Monday, Aug. 1, 
none of us could have known what we would 
experience over the next week. 

Driving to Jerusalem, we passed the 
remains of military vehicles and weapons, 
still standing from Israel’s war of indepen- 
dence in 1948. Yitzhak Rabin had command- 
ed the forces of the Harel Brigade charged 
with protecting this narrow lifeline. 


The afternoon of Aug. 3 signaled some- 
thing extraordinary. As my father and | sat 
by the pool at our hotel, a Lockheed Tristar 
jumbo jet and several F15s buzzed the heart

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Municipal Maintenance 
to be restructured

While a small group of town 
maintenance workers watched, 
town and school officials agreed 
Thursday, Nov. 2, to restructure 
the town’s Municipal Mainte- 
nance Department. 

By this summer, a “mainte- 
nance czar” will run the depart- 
ment and report to both the town 
manager and the superintendent 
of schools, Under the old system, 
the maintenance director report- 
ed directly to the town manager 
only. For the school department, 
the maintenance agreement 
comes as welcome news. School 
officials have been complaining 
for years about perceived prob- 
lems with the maintenance 
department, including expensive 
bills and a lack of cost account- 
ability. 

“T think this is very impor- 
tant. It answers some of the con- 
cerns we have and hopefully, 
with a new structure, answers all 
of them,” said Dick Neal, super- 
intendent of schools. 

Two years ago, Mark McQuil- 
lan, then-superintendent, said 
because the maintenance direc- 
tor was responsible only to the 
town manager, Dr. McQuillan 
did not have the necessary power 
to resolve school maintenance 
issues. 

But now, with the new joint- 
reporting structure, Mr. Neal 
said, “I see that that gives us 
much greater influence in deci- 
sions made by that department.” 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski seemed to downplay 
the effects of the reorganization, 
“T think the joint reporting is a 
big move maybe symbolically 
more than anything else.” 

“When we call it a reorganiza- 
tion plan, we’re probably giving 
it more of a title than it’s due,” 
he said, “I don’t think we'll be 
seeing the big movements on the 
organizational chart so much as 
I see a redefinition of manage- 
ment and management responsi- 
bilities. And that includes my 
responsibilities and Dick Neal’s 
and the school principals’.” 

Mr, Stapezynski and Mr. Neal 
will work together to develop the 
job description for the new main- 
tenance head and present other 
specifics of the reorganization 
plan to a joint meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen, School Com- 
mittee and Finance Committee 
by July 1, 1996. 

Although it’s not known 


whether any maintenance work- 
ers will be replaced during the 
reorganization - and Mr. 
Stapezynski would not comment 
on this possibility - the plan 
must be “revenue neutral.” Nei- 
ther the town nor the schools can 
spend more on maintenance 
than is allocated in the budget. 
“Once the job description is 
drawn up it would be open to 
anyone who wanted to apply for 
it,” Mr. Neal said of the head 
maintenance slot. “One of the 
things that was talked about is 
whoever comes in ought to look 


at the whole structure” to see if 


improvements are needed. 

During the last few years the 
maintenance department's cost- 
accountability system was criti- 
cized heavily, and school offi- 
cials said they believed the 
schools were being charged too 
much for work. Because the old 
system charged the schools by 
percentage of work orders 
instead of by actual costs, the 
schools could have been charged 
as much for tightening a loose 
bolt as for repairing an entire 
wall. 

But both town and school offi- 
cials admit that there have been 
significant improvements during 
the last year. This is important 
because under the state’s educa- 
tion reform act, school systems 
must accurately show how much 
money they have spent on stu- 
dents. 

“T’ll be willing to bet when 
we're done with this, this will be 
the best cost accounting system 
in the country,” said Mr. 
Stapezynski. “I will proudly sub- 
mit our cost accounting system 
to national organizations for 
awards.” 

The final agreement approved 
Thursday by the joint boards 


was a slightly altered version of 


a proposal submitted by the 
School Committee. 

One line, “If improvement is 
not seen, the School Committee 
will take complete responsibility 
for maintenance of school build- 
ing and grounds,” was removed 
after Gerald Mulligan, FinCom 
member, called it “inflammato- 
ry” and “imprudent.” 

But Mr. Neal said Monday 
that if municipal maintenance 
improvements don’t continue 
“then that’s certainly an option 
that’s always out there.” 

An evaluation of the plan is 
slated for January, 1997.

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David Cobb trial 
set for March 18

David O. Cobb was back in Stratford 
Superior Court in Dover, N.H., yesterday 
morning, Wednesday, for a pretrial hearing 
on one charge of attempted felonious sexual 
assault and 595 counts of pornography. The 
judge set a trial date for March 18. Jury 
selection will begin at that time. 


Phil Utter, Mr. Cobb’s attorney, said a 
motion hearing date has been set for 
Wednesday, Dec. 13. 

A teacher for 27 years at Phillips Acade- 
my, Mr. Cobb, 59, of Gilford, N.H., was fired 
after he was arrested in Farmington, N.H., 
Aug. 23. He has been charged with trying to 
lure a 12-year-old boy to a secluded place 
with the intent to engage in sexual activity. 
Police stopped Mr. Cobb and the boy as they 
walked away from a youth center in Farm- 
ington. 


Mr. Cobb was allegedly posing as a camp 
counselor and had offered the boy money for 
help dressing and undressing retarded chil- 
dren. The pornography charges relate to 
photographs Mr. Cobb had when he was 
stopped with the 12-year-old boy, and during 
an incident that took place a week earlier in 
Rochester, N.H., involving a 13-year-old boy.

What Ms. Green and Mr. Wormwood 
asked selectmen Monday night was to at 
least have the original restrictions in the 
special permit be enforced while awaiting 
the decision on whether the operation 
should be allowed at all. 


The bylaw calls for a $100 fine for each 
violation of the bylaw for each day of viola- 
tion. If the violations Mr. Wormwood stated 
as having been established in court are 
accurate, that would mean Deloury Con- 
struction would owe $8,200 for 1994 and 
already more than $1,800 this year just for 
the days of operation in excess of 50 per 
year. 


Decent proposal 

Tom Urbelis, town counsel, said last week 
prior to the hearing that it was not improper 
for the board to discuss Mr. Deloury’s 
request, even in light of the pending appeal 
of the original special permit decision. 


“They filed a petition for a modification, 
so it gets put on the agenda,” 
Mr. Urbelis said. 

Judge Ford, reached at his office in Pitts- 
field last week, said he was working on the 
appeal decision and that it would not be 
appropriate for him to comment on any 
aspect of the case. 


Carol McDonough, who chaired last 
week’s ZBA hearings, said the board opted 
to consider the request for modifications on 
its merits, and not in light of the appeal. 

“We made a real attempt to do that,” Ms, 
McDonough said. “We just felt that given the 
nature of the situation —- the testimony from 
the neighbors - that the current situation 
was sufficient.” 


The Zoning Board heard the request for a 
modification last Thursday night, Nov. 2. It 
was denied by a 4-1 straw poll taken after the 
board’s site visit and deliberations Satur- 
day, Nov. 4. The vote, however, is not final

already tapped into most of the $1.7 million 
High School contingency fund, architects 
have suggested the School Building Commit- 
tee acquire an additional $1 million to cover 
unexpected costs during the second year of 
the $26.5 million project. Some, if not all, of 
this $1 million likely will come from project 
cuts. 

Last Thursday, Nov. 2, the building com- 
mittee discussed ways to reduce the poten- 
tial deficit, but made no final decisions. 
Building committee members wanted input 
from the superintendent and High School 
principal and were expected to continue dis- 
cussing possible cuts tonight, Thursday, said 
Mr. Birnbach. 


According to Mr. Birnbach, cuts being 
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seriously considered include: 

¢ Saving up to $120,000 by doing less work 
on the entry plaza; 

» Saving $60,000 by eliminating a third ele- 
vator; 

* Saving $20,000 by lowering ball field 
grades; and 

+ Saving $5,000 by eliminating a security 
system. 

These savings are based on architects’ 
estimates, however, and it’s possible the 
High School contractor, Stone-Congress, will 
not be willing to offer so much money back 
to the town. 

The project will also gain a total credit of 
$38,000 because less ledge removal and fewer 
vented transformers were required than 
expected.

‘Birth and Rebirth,’ 
work by local woman, 
preserves Romanian 
hymns and carols 


New Andover resident 
Larisa Lucaci has produced 
and directed a musical 
recording of Romanian 
hymns and carols for Christ- 
mas and Easter called Birth 
and Rebirth. 

Ms. Lucaci moved to 
Andover in August from the 
Washington, D.C. area, with 
her husband, Kirti Vashee, 
and daughters Maya and 
Lina. A singer with the 
Choral Arts Society of Wash- 
ington, a classical concert 
choir that sings with the 
National Symphony Orches- 
tra, Ms. Lucaci took 11 Amer- 
ican professional singers and 
formed the singing ensemble 
Colindatorii, which means 
both “carolers” and “travel- 
ers” in Romanian. 

“Birth and Rebirth is 
unique in that there are no 
known recordings that have 
so completely cataloged the 
essence of Romanian reli- 
gious holiday music, disal- 
lowed for so many years, a 
music which clearly mani- 


fests the terrain of the Romanian 
soul,” she said. “With the incred- 
ible success of the Chant CD 
(unaccompanied Gregorian 
Roman Catholic chant sung by 
Spanish monks), my brother, 
George, and I realized that our 
longtime dream - to record 
Romanian religious music — was 
timely. The Romanian Orthodox 
singing tradition, like the Rus- 


sian and Greek, is all a cappella 
as well. The human voice is the 
only instrument permitted, and 
Birth and Rebirth is in a sense an 
ethnographic recording in that, 
for example, The Good Friday 
Lamentations have never, to my 
knowledge, been recorded.”

Family members may seek to avoid discussions of death initiated 
by older family members, but they should not consider it morbid

Dr. R. Tucker Abbott 
Shell Museum director 

Dr. R. Tucker Abbott, director of Bailey- 
Matthews Shell Museum in Sanibel Island, Fla., 
died Friday, Nov. 3, following a long illness. 

The author of more than 30 books on mala- 
cology, Dr. Abbott was one of the world's best 
known and most respected experts on mollusca. 
Born in 1919 in Watertown, he was a 1942 gradu- 
ate of Harvard University. During World War II he 
was a lieutenant in the Navy and served as a 
naval aviator from 1942-'44 and in the Medical 
Corps from 1944-'46, 

Following his World War II service, Dr. Abbott 
earned his master's degree at George Washing- 
ton University in 1953 and his Ph.D. in malacolo- 
gy in 1955. 

After eight years as curator of mollusks at 
Washington's Smithsonian Institution, he was 
curator and chairman of the department of mol- 
lusks at the Academy of Natural Sciences of 
Philadelphia from 1955 to 1969. In 1970, he was 
appointed assistant director of the Delaware 
Museum of Natural History in Wilmington. He left 
that position in 1977 to establish his own publish- 
ing company, American Malacologists Inc., in 
Melbourne, Fla. 

Dr. Abbott became associated with the Bailey- 
Matthews Shell Museum in 1989, when he was 
retained as a scientific consultant. That same 
year, he was named founding director. In 1992, 
he was appointed museum director, a post he 
held until his death. 

Dr. Harold M.M. Tovell, president of the Shell 
Museum & Educational Foundation Inc., the 
museum's parent organization, said, “Tucker 
Abbott was that rare kind of scientist who served 


as a link between the scientific world and the lay- 
man. He was able to bring the world of mollusks 
to the general public in fascinating ways, as is 
evident in the museum exhibits. All of them are 
Tucker's concepts.” 

“Tucker and | shared a lively interest in writ- 
ing,” said novelist and foundation vice president 
Bill Hallstead. “I particularly enjoyed his wry 
sense of humor.” It was Dr. Abbott, Mr. Hallstead 
pointed out, who interested actor Raymond Burr 
in the shell museum. Dr. Abbott inspired the 
donations of many valuable shell collections to 
the museum and the Shell Vision Bank, the 
School Shell Kit project and the museum's publi- 
cations program all were initiated by Dr. Abbott. 

Dr. Abbott was descended from George 
Abbot, who came from Yorkshire, England, in 
1640. He was one of the original settlers of 
Andover in 1643. 

Dr. Abbott was a fellow of A.A.A.S., member 
of S.A.R. (District of Columbia), and life member 
and past president of American Malacological 
Union. 

He was the author of American Seashells, 
1954; Sea Shells of the World, 1962; Seashells of 
North America, 1968; How to Know the American 
Marine Shells, 1970; Caribbean Seashells, 1961; 
and The Shell, 1968. 

He is survived by his wife, the former Cecelia 
White, Melbourne; his son, Robert T. Abbott Jr.; 
daughters, Carolyn Tucker Palmer, Cynthia Dou- 
glas Sullivan of Wilmington, formerly of Andover, 
Cheryl Robin Nelson, Jonna Leigh Robson and 
Erika Vonder Heyden; and five grandchildren.

ment of a 25- to 30-lot cluster subdivi- 
sion on the site. The current plan being 
proposed would set aside 70 percent of 
the land, 16 acres of which are in 
Lawrence, as open space for the town. 

The Finance Committee met with 
William Perkins, the developer, Mon- 
day night so members could get an idea 
of what, if any, financial implications 
the project would have for the town. 
The most immediate concern is the 
payment of nearly $400,000 owed the 
town in overdue property taxes on the 
land. 

Mr. Perkins assured members that 
although the outstanding taxes would 
not be paid the day after the Special 
Town Meeting vote, town bylaw 
requires all liens be paid and titles be 
clear before a final plan can be filed for 
the development. He said nearly $1.6 
million in liens the IRS has on the 
property would also be paid before the 
plans are recorded or any of the land is 
deeded to the town. 


Neighbors pursue conservation 

Some residents last week, in a sepa- 
rate meeting with developers, said they 
want to see the particulars on the deed- 
ing of open space to the town in writing 
so they can decide what strategy to 
take, according to Brendan Dugan, of 
12 Stirling St. 

“T don’t think people have decided 
yet,” Mr. Dugan said. 

Mr. Dugan is a member of Andover 
Residents for Conservation, a group of 


neighbors of the Champy property who 
came together last spring to pursue 
options for conservation of the proper- 
ty. 
Mr. Perkins said he is working on 
putting the open-land proposal in writ- 
ing, but that it may not be approved by 
all appropriate town boards and com- 
missions before the Special Town 
Meeting. 

Residents have tried to interest the 
town and conservation groups in buy- 
ing the property to retain it all as open 
space, and that effort is ongoing, but it 
cannot move forward until the town — 
or more specifically selectmen — com- 
mit to pursuing a conservation option, 
according to Mr. Dugan. Selectmen 
said in October that they would pursue 
that route only if the Special Town 
Meeting votes Nov. 20 to deny the 
rezoning proposal. 

Mr. Dugan said this week he has 
talked with Sen. John O’Brien Jr., D- 
Andover, about the availability of 
funds from the Open Space Bond Bill, 
currently in the state Legislature, for 
purchasing the Champy property. The 
bill has $300 million for expanding and 
improving parks in the state and, con- 
trary to what was said at the meeting 
in October, it includes a portion for 
non-state parks, such as Den Rock 
Park. Mr. Dugan said there are also 
state self-help grants for up to $500,000 
available for such things. 

“There are funding possibilities out 
there to help with the acquisition of the 
land, if selectmen are interested in pur- 
suing them,” Mr. Dugan said. “It’s not

Magoon recently had quadruple bypass 
surgery and suffers from other ail- 
ments. But Mr. Magoon, perhaps 
remembering what he said earlier — 
that Korea, officially referred to as the 


Korean Conflict, is “the forgotten war,” F 


so he goes on with his story. 

In 1949, at 18 and only six months 
out of Lawrence High School, he volun- 
teered for the Marines. 

“Tt was just the thing to do I guess,” 
he says. “I was in a short time and the 
Korean War broke out.” 


He’d been trained as a forward 
observer, whose job it was to pinpoint 
enemy gunfire and targets in order to 
target artillery fire. North Korea 
invaded South Korea June 25, 1950, and 
by September Sgt. Magoon was making 
an amphibious landing with the Ist 
Marine Division at Inchon, South 
Korea, with the United Nations forces. 

“We pushed in and secured Seoul. It 
was maybe a week on that push.” 

He was directing artillery fire onto 
Seoul from ground forces and from the 
USS Missouri anchored offshore. 

“One thing I remember is they had 
these 20mm mortars set up on flatbed 
railroad cars.” 

They would fire the mortars, then 
push the railroad cars along the tracks 
to a different location. 

“We spent the whole night trying to 
get those guys.” 

In the morning aircraft came in and 
knocked out the mortars. The entire 
railroad yard was wiped out. 

His regiment was then put back on 
ships and taken around the horn of 
Korea and up to Wonsan in North 
Korea. The army was pushing north 
from South Korea and the Marines 
were to circle around and cut off the 
retreat of the enemy in the north. They 
landed and made their way north 
toward the Chinese border. They 
would travel through Hungnam, then 
inland to Hamhung, Kot’o-ri, Hagaru-ri 
and to the east side of the Chosin 
Reservoir at Yudam-ni. The long nar- 
row road north cut through the moun- 
tains and-“high, high plateaus,” .. 

“Tt was like Shangri-La.” 


Mr. Magoon compared it to Nepal — 
Animals and mountain people were all 
they met along the way. There were 
drops of 300-400 feet on the side of the 
road. 

“We got all the way up in there with 
no resistance,” he says. “The Chinese 
let us in. We had intelligence reports 
there were many Chinese in the moun- 
tains, but nobody paid any attention to 
itt 

He remembers stopping and having 
a Thanksgiving dinner at a university 
somewhere along the way. They slept 
in the classrooms and ate turkey. 

“We had a good feed,” Mr. Magoon 
says. “Everybody said they just fat- 
tened us up for the kill.” 

Mr. Magoon was encamped at 
Hagaru-ri a few days later, on Nov. 27,

It was nighttime when the waves of 
Chinese infantry came from the oppo- 
site side of the camp from where Mr. 
Magoon was on watch on a machine 
gun. Shells dropped down into the 
camp from the mountain tops all 
around them. 

“All hell broke loose. The place lit 
up like it was daylight — mass confu- 
sion.” 

The fighting went all through the 
night, and in the morning the enemy 
withdrew. 

“We regrouped and reorganized the 
next morning. They had us trapped 
there. We had to fight our way out,” 
Mr. Magoon says. 

“No one who lived through it will 
ever forget the all-out attack launched 
by the Reds that endless night of Nov.

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28,” read a report from Marine combat 
correspondents who were there. “It 
was vicious and grim, an attack from 
all sides. To meet it Marines fought 
from one foxhole then shifted positions 
to new ones to meet the unrelenting 
onslaughts. Into the raging battle went 
Marine cooks, bakers, bandsmen and 
signal technicians; everyone who could 
shoulder a weapon.” 

The fighting took a week, while the 
U.N. troops were outnumbered at 
times as much as 37-1 in some places, 
according to at least one account. 

“Marine artillery and mortars 
coughed frantically, adding (to) the 
cacophony of the enemy ‘burp’ guns, the 
barking of the M-1s, the angry staccato 
of machine guns,” is how one Marine 
correspondent described one of those 
first few nighttime battles. “And now 
and then, the shocked cries of the 
wounded in the night, the thud of 
falling bodies, the excited sing-song of 


the Chinese. It was the devil’s own sym- 
phony, interrupted constantly by the 
pop of enemy flares that froze all move- 
ment and brought a sharp quiet. Dark- 
ness, then, bringing curses as men 
slipped, stumbled up icy ridges and over 
the dead to get at the enemy.” 

The troops ran out of ammunition 
and food before the weather finally 
broke and they could be resupplied by 
air, according to Mr. Magoon. 


“We used frozen Chinese soldiers to 
build a parapet to:hide behind, That's 
how we protected ourselves the second 
night, with frozen bodies,” Mr. Magoon 
says. 

Mr. Magoon struggles with the 
memories, at times cringing as he 
talks. 

“We lost a lot of our people,” Mr. 
Magoon says, guessing the number to 
be about 50 percent. 

One report had the enemy count at 
six Communist divisions totaling 
60,000 men. U.N. casualties were said to 
number 4,000 before the troops even 
began their battle back from Hagarw-ri. 


On the way back down the moun- 
tains, the Marines had to rebuild the 
bridges that had been blown up by the 
Chinese, cross them, then blow them 
up again behind themselves. This con- 
tinued all the way back to Hungnam. 
At least one movie, The Bridges of 
Kot’o-ri, was made about the fierce 
fighting on that return trip, according 
to Mr. Magoon. 

“The Chinese clobbered us all the 
way out.” 

The forces reboarded the ships at 
Hungnam, then blew up the docks and 
most of the city on the way out of the 
harbor. 

The Chinese had come out of 
Manchuria and they proceeded to push 
the American forces all the way back 
into South Korea. A cease fire was 
reached in July 1951. Sporadic fighting 
continued for nearly two more years, 
until peace was reached on July 27, 
1953. The 38th parallel, close to the 
original border, was established as the 
demilitarized zone between the North 
and South. The “conflict” claimed 
33,651 American lives, including 27,709 
Army and 4,270 Marines, mostly in the 
first year of fighting. The Vietnam 
War, in comparison, claimed 47,369 
American lives in eight and half years. 

As for Mr. Magoon, he withdrew to 
Pusan for R&R and recuperation from 
frostbite, and for rebuilding of the divi- 
sion. After a few more months in vari- 
ous locations in Korea, Mr. Magoon 
returned to the states. 

He stayed in the Marines in various 
positions, served one year — 1967 — in 
Vietnam, and later became a Marine 
recruiter in Framingham. After leav- 
ing the service, he spent many years as 
a veteran’s service agent at the US. 
Department of Labor. He is now 
retired. 


Mr. Magoon is a member of The 
Chosin Few - a group of Marine, Army 
and British troops, all survivors of the 
13-day battle from the Chosin Reser- 
voir to the sea. The Chosin Few still 
has annual reunions, but Mr. Magoon 
is no longer active with the group. 


Waiting game 
with playing 
fields

Residents at April Town Meeting 
approved $384,000 for more playing fields, 
but it looks as though they'll have to vote for 
them again to get the fields built . 

During a joint meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen, School Committee and Finance 
Committee Thursday, Nov. 2, Andover offi- 
Cials indicated they can’t build fields at a 
mutually agreed upon location without first 
going back to Town Meeting. 

One problem is that building fields at the 
most popular location, Recreation Park, will 
cost an estimated $1.2 million, more than 
three times the money approved at Town 
Meeting. 

Here’s the background: 

In April, taxpayers approved $384,000 to 
build two soccer fields and one softball/Little 
League field at one (or more) of four sites. 
They asked the Board of Selectmen, and 
School Committee where applicable, to meet 
within 90 days and decide whether to build 
the fields at the former Essex gravel pit in 
Rec Park, at South Elementary School, at 
Sanborn Elementary or at town-owned land 
on Cross Street. 

The boards have discussed the possible 
sites since then and several members have 
said they believe the South and Sanborn 
neighborhoods already are carrying their 
share of playing-fields traffic. 

Although some officials Thursday said 
they are against using the Cross Road site 
because of strong neighborhood opposition, 
others said the site makes sense. 

Calling the Cross Street location “a future 
school site,” Susan Dalton, committee chair- 
woman, said if a school is going to be built at 
Cross Street some day, it might make sense 
to construct the needed fields there now. 

But the most popular site remains the 
gravel pit at Rec Park, despite concerns 
about the $1.2 million price tag. Buzz 
Stapczynski, town manager, has placed $1.2 
million in his capital improvement plan to 
cover this item as part of a general effort to 
improve the use and appearance of Rec Park. 

Don Robb, Finance Committee chairman, 
suggested officials come to Town Meeting 
armed with several options or potential loca- 
tions for fields so that if one plan is shot 
down the town can still walk away with 
plans for new fields, 

Senior Center 

Just as there is no definitive plan for 
fields, town officials are still wondering 
where a new or expanded senior center will 
be built. 

Although there was very limited discus- 
sion regarding the potential use of school 
land for a new senior center, Jim Doherty, 
town moderator who attended the joint 
board meeting, did get School Committee 
members to commit to deciding whether 
they will give up field space behind Doherty 
for a senior center, 

“If no one else will ask you, I’ll ask you as 
a board” to discuss this, he said. “Let’s not 
leave this thing hanging around.” 

Dick Neal, superintendent, said he expect- 
ed the item to be discussed at the Nov. 14 
School Committee meeting.

The italic words in this column, 
takeoffs on the Beatitudes, are those 
of former State Rep. Susan Tucker, 
who was one of several speakers at 
the temple Sunday. She, like speak- 
ers before and after her, wanted to 
concentrate on peace-making in talk- 
ing about the prime minister’s death. 

“Our hearts are heavy with grief 
and we are all in this room people of 
good will,” Rabbi Goldstein said to 


the assembled crowd. “All of us are 
diminished by this tragedy.” 

The purpose of the memorial ser- 
vice, Rabbi Goldstein said, was “to 
remember a great man who has fall- 
en but also to pledge our solidarity 
with people of good will.”

On behalf of the Chamber of Com- 
merce members from the town of 
Andover, please accept this letter in 
support of the Chamber’s presentation 
before the board at the tax classifica- 
tion hearing of Monday, Nov. 27. 

The Chamber respectfully submits 
that property taxes remain one of the 
addressable costs of doing business 
within Andover, which must be exam- 
ined. 

The Chamber recognizes that 
although a business or industry is 
located within a community, tomorrow 
that same company could be gone. The 
closing of the Digital plant in Andover, 
leaving a 300,000-square foot facility 
empty for several years, and the still 
mostly vacant Dundee Park downtown 
site are examples of the concern over 
reducing costs to business and indus- 
try. 

The announcement by Raytheon of 
continued cutbacks in employment 
forces a recognition that business and 
industry is not as secure as many 
believe. The takeover of Marshalls is 
yet another example of the uncertainty 
of business and industry we know 
today. 

The costs to business and industry 
not only affects large companies. In 
many cases, small and mid-size manu- 
facturing and retail companies face an 
even greater pressure in making pay- 
rolls and paying lease/mortgage 
obligations. . 

The property tax cost is one area 
where a reduction can, and will, assist 
companies in remaining competitive 
and assist their continued operation. 

The Chamber, in recognition of 
these and other related factors, respect- 
fully request that the town of Andover 
reduce the business and industry tax 
classification rate downward from the

Looking at all sides of 
the Champy property 
question 


Editor, Townsman: 

The question before voters at our 
Special Town Meeting [Monday, Nov. 
20] is far from simple. The Champy 
property must be recognized as more 
than a money problem for its owner 
and our tax collector, more than an 
opportunity for a developer. Its poten- 
tial to add to the quality of life of our 
community needs to be carefully evalu- 
ated. 

The visionary work started by AVIS 
and other town leaders to build a land 
base for our community is not com- 
plete. It is our responsibility to invest 
in the future of our town and not let 
incremental decisions erode our irre- 
placeable natural resource base.

is to us or whether the IRS auctions it 
off. You can be absolutely certain that 
whoever buys the land from the IRS 
will not offer the deal that we have 
offered.

NESWC incinerator 
was a ‘grave error’ 


Editor, Townsman: 
An open letter to the North East Solid 
Waste Committee: 

Ten years ago the NESWC incinera- 
tor in North Andover began to burn 
the trash for two dozen or so towns and 
cities in Massachusetts. It is now time 
that we recognize that the building and 
operation of that incinerator was a 
grave error, both economically and 
environmentally. 

Economically, the incinerator has 
become a millstone around the neck of 
the NESWC members towns, who must 
guarantee a precise weight of trash. If 
we recycle and reduce our trash, we 
pay more. If the incinerator burns inef- 
ficiently, we pay more. If the electricity 
it produces goes down in price, we pay 
more. It has become an economic mon- 
key-trap. Now that we have it, we can’t 
get our hands out. 

Environmentally the NESWC incin- 
erator is a nightmare. It is probabiy 
one of the largest sources of air, ground 
and water pollution in New England 
for the following simple reasons: 

1. Mercury and other heavy metals — 
batteries, mirrors, thermometers, and 
fluorescent bulbs are all large sources 
of mercury and other heavy metals in 
household trash. When these are 
burned at NESWC, some of the metals 
vaporize — particularly mercury. Mas- 
sachusetts waterways are now sO con- 
taminated with mercury that the DEP 
has issued a warning not to eat any 
fresh-water fish. The DEP cites inciner- 
ators as a major source of airborne 
mercury, which ends up concentrating 
in streams and ponds. 

2. Dioxin — When vinyl! plastics - 
such as LP records, vinyl tile, wire 
insulation, and plasticized cloth — and 
other chlorinated products are burned

in the NESWC incinerator, they 
produce one of the nastiest, can- 
cer-causing chemicals on earth, 
called TCDD or dioxin, unless 
the incinerator operates at 600 
degrees Celsius. The NESWC 
incinerator operates at a temper- 
ature far below that, so it is a 
major source of dioxin pollution. 

3, Radiation —- Almost all 
smoke detectors contain Ameri- 
cium-241 — a deadly source of 
alpha radiation -— which is 
released to the environment if 
the detector is burned in a high- 
temperature fire or incinerator. 
Dr. John Gofman, one of the fore- 
most experts in radiation and 
cancer, estimates that the Ameri- 
cium-241 in a single detector 
could shorten the lives of thou- 
sands of people were the dust to 
get into their lungs. When these 
detectors malfunction, people 
throw them into their household 
trash, even though they are sup- 
posed to be sent back to the man- 
ufacturer for disposal in a 
radioactive waste facility. 

4, Toxic ash — Ash from the 
NESWC incinerator is a toxic 
buffet of lead, cadmium, arsenic, 
and other poisonous heavy met- 
als and toxic chemicals, Wherev- 
er it has been placed as landfill 
will eventually become a Super- 
fund site. 

Scrubbers will have little 
effect on any of these pollutants — 
they merely transfer some 
amount of the poisons into solid 
waste for the ash pile. The prob- 
lem is endemic to all incinera- 
tors because of the level of toxics 


in household trash. In order to 
stop this obvious pollution haz- 
ard and reduce our liability to 
the residents of the towns sur- 
rounding and east of the inciner- 
ator, we must shut it down now. 

Perhaps the most compelling 
argument for shutting the incin- 
erator comes from Peterborough, 
N. H., Northampton, Mass., and 
other towns which have compre- 
hensive recycling. The percent- 
age volume of non-recyclable 
trash in towns that recycle is less 
than the percentage volume of 
ash from the incinerator. In oth- 
er words, the incinerator is pro- 
ducing more ash than the trash 
we would have left had we recy- 
cled instead. 


The time has come to stop 
throwing good money after bad, 
and to choose the way that has 
some hope of improving the envi- 
ronment and not bleeding our 
towns’ meager funds: 

1. Comprehensive recycling: 
Almost everything is really recy- 
clable. People just need the 
incentive to recycle. In 
Northampton, residents are not 
charged for bringing recycled 
materials to the recycling center. 
On the other hand, they are 
charged $5 per for bag for non- 
recycled trash. What an incen- 
tive to recycle! 

2. Source reduction: Once 
recycling becomes widespread, it 
becomes obvious which kinds of 
waste must be eliminated

cans to arrive at the historic opening of the 
border crossing between Israel and Jordan at 
Arrava. Our tour guide was a Sabra, a 
fourth-generation native of Israel. He was an 
infantry officer around 50 years of age and 
had been wounded in the first 20 minutes of 
Israel’s recapturing of the Golan Heights in 
1967. His son, David, was now 20 years old 
and serving in an elite unit of the Israeli 
Defense Forces. The father understood the 
meaning of peace. 

We arrived in Eilat at the southern tip of 
Israel in midafternoon. Yitzhak Rabin was at 
our hotel, holding a press conference follow- 
ing his participation in the opening of Arra- 
va. Afterwards, he stood casually in the main 
hallway, undistinguishable from the other 
tourists. 

My brother-in-law, a refugee from violent 
anti-Semitism in Libya, approached Mr. 
Rabin and began a conversation with him. 
Mr. Rabin looked like anyone’s grandfather 
and had no apparent concern with his own 
safety in a crowd of American and Israeli 
Jews. 

Departing Israel, the monitor at Ben Guri- 
on Airport showed the scheduled flight from 
Tel Aviv to Cairo.

The Andover High football 
team, scoring one of its biggest 
victories in quite awhile, ended 
a nine-year winless drought 
against Chelmsford and 
remained alive for a share of the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
championship with a pulsating 
25-24 triumph over the Lions last 
weekend at soggy Lovely Field. 

“Even if we had lost it was 
still a great game,” said Collins. 
“Tt was a shame either team had 
to lose, especially by one point, 
but it was as emotional a high 
school football game as I’ve been 
involved with in years, 

“Our first Super Bowl win 
over Salem, 21-20 in overtime, 
will always rank No. 1 on my list 
of victories. But this one is right 
up in the top four or five. It’s a 
very gratifying victory,” said 37- 
year coaching veteran Collins. 

“The only thing that took 
some of the edge off for me was 
that it came against Tommy.” 

‘Tommy’ is Chelmsford head 
coach Tom Caito, a fellow Rhode 
Island native and close friend of 
coach Collins for many years. 

The victory was Andover’s 
fourth straight, its first over 
Chelmsford since a 19-15 tri- 
umph in 1985, and it kept the 
locals in the hunt for a share of 
their first MVC championship 
in almost two decades. 

AHS is now 5-1 in the league, 
5-2-0 overall, and if Methuen 
beats Tewksbury on Nov. 17 and 
the Warriors win their remain- 
ing two MVC games Andover 
will be a co-champion. 

The outside hopes for an 
Eastern Mass. Division 2 Super 
Bowl berth were finally erased 
when Tewksbury clinched the 
bid with a 84-12 victory over 


Haverhill. 

Even if Andover and Tewks- 
bury tie for the title, the Redmen 
go to the Bowl because they 
defeated Andover 34-22. 
Monster night for Tisbert 

Junior quarterback Brian 
Tisbert had a monstrous night, 
accounting for over 300 yards 
total offense including 92 rush- 
ing on eight carries and a 
career-high 213 yards and four 
touchdowns passing on 8-of-17 
through the air. 

Tisbert actually threw three 
“official” TD passes, but was 
credited with a fourth (by coach 
Collins) when the receiver fum- 
bled at the goal line and team- 
mate Erik DeMarco covered the 
loose ball in the end zone. 

‘DeMarco definitely gets the 
touchdown, but I told Brian we'd 
give him the fourth TD pass. He 
deserved it,” said Collins with a 
laugh. 

“Tisbert was sensational,” 
continued the coach. “He keeps 
getting better and better at pick- 
ing out his receivers and run- 
ning the ball. We had about 350 
yards offense, which is an awful 
lot against a Caito defense, and 
Brian accounted for about 90 
percent of it either passing or 
running.” 

The career night boosted his 
season passing figures to 44-for- 
89, a 49.9 completion percentage, 
for over 700 yards. He is also 
averaging 6.8 yards per rush, 

“The kid is really developing 
into a great runner, both on 
planned keepers and scrambles. 
He does a lot of sprint-out run- 
ning, which is a big part of our 
overall offensive (run-and-shoot) 
scheme. 

“Brian is becoming very pro- 
ficient at making spectacular 
moves that leave the defenders 
grasping for air,” added Collins, 


tains, Michael Shaughnessy, Dana McCann, Brian Cronin and 
Jason Dalton. 


“We knew we had to throw 
the ball a lot more against 
Chelmsford than we have 
against most other teams this 
year, because we felt they had 
shown some vulnerability to the 
pass. But I didn’t think the pro- 
portion of passes to runs would 
be so high. We only rushed the 
ball about 15 times, and most of 
those were by Tisbert.” 
Cliffhanger 

This one came right down to 
the final play, with the Andover 
victory preserved when a 37 
yard field goal try by Chelms- 
ford kicker Pat Harrington fell 
short. 

It was the third time this sea- 
son a game has rested on Har- 
rington’s toe. 

He also missed connections 
on the final play of a 27-26 loss to 
Lowell, but came through with a 
19 yard three-pointer two weeks 
ago to lift the Lions past Haver- 
hill, 24-21. 

“Naturally I was glad the 
kick was no good, but I felt sorry 
for the kid because he’s been in 
a lot of pressure*situations for 
them this year,” said coach 
Collins. “And Lovely Field was a 
tough place to kick that night. 

“The field was in remarkably 
good shape, considering the 
amount of traffic on it (several 
soccer games, too) and all the 
rain we've had, But conditions 
were not ideal for kicking a long 
field goal.” 

Andover took a 6-0 lead in the 
first quarter when Tisbert 
hooked up with junior split end 
Ryan Games for a 66-yard pass- 
and-run touchdown play. 

The attempted conversion 
kick was no good, 

Chelmsford marched right 
back after the next kickoff and 
scored the equalizer on a three-

Lifelong Andover resident Henry P. “Russ” 
Wrigley has been chosen to receive the prestigious 
“Assistant Coach of the Year” award presented 
annually by the Massachusetts State Basketball 
Coaches Association. 

Mr. Wrigley is being honored for his work the 
past 10 years as North Andover High girls junior 
varsity basketball coach. 

The award will be presented during a dinner 
tomorrow night at Boston University. 

Mr. Wrigley, who has also served as the assis- 
tant cross country coach at Andover High for the 
past seven years, was nominated for the MSBCA 
award by Leo Lafond, head coach of both North 
Andover girls hoop and Andover cross country. 

“T believe the recipients (one statewide winner 
in each sport) are judged on a number of different 
criteria, with won-lost record being only one part 
of the package,” explained Mr. Wrigley.

menopause: 
A connection? 


Researchers have long puzzled 
over why menopause affects women 
so differently in different parts of the 
world. Two-thirds of American 
women have hot flashes as they go 
through menopause, while in Japan, 
the figure is just 10 percent. Asian 
women also have fewer of the bone 
fractures that are attributable to 
menopausal bone loss. 

Scientists now believe that the 
most likely explanation is diet. The 
high-fat American diet causes exces- 
sive amounts of the female sex hor- 
mone estrogen to be produced in the 
body prior to menopause. When 
menopause occurs, the ovaries’ hor- 
mone production comes to a halt, 
causing a violent drop in estrogen 
levels, leading to hot flashes, bone 
loss, and other problems. Asian 
women on a low-fat, rice-based diet 
have lower levels of estrogen both 
before and after menopause, and the 
drop is much less dramatic. The 
moral of the story is that those who

Fallacy: Food allergies don’t sud- 
denly develop; you must be born with 
them. 

Fact: You don’t have to have a his- 
tory of allergies to be affected by food 
allergies. They can start at any age 
and seldom go away with the passage 
of time. 


Fallacy: Only certain foods, like 
shellfish, can cause an allergic reac- 
tion. 

Fact: While foods like wheat, corn, 
fish, nuts, eggs and milk are more 
common culprits than others, any 
food can cause an allergic reaction in 
a given individual. 

Fallacy: A person only has a food 
allergy if he or she develops a rash 
after eating the food in question. 

Fact: The symptoms of an allergic 
reaction, which range from indiges- 
tion to skin irritations, can appear 
within minutes. Immediate treatment 
includes the use of ice packs and anti-

¢ Avoid raking leaves or, if you 
must rake, wear a particle mask. 
(Raking stirs up molds.) 

¢ At football and soccer games, sit 
on a blanket or bench to avoid direct 
contact with pollen. 

¢ Take advantage of the fall plant- 
ing season to create a sneezeless 
landscape. Remember that brighter 
plants such as mums are pollinated 
by insects and are better choices 
than plants that rely on the wind for 
pollination. 

¢ If pets are inside more often, 
bathe them weekly to prevent accu- 
mulation of salivary and skin pro- 
teins that trigger allergies. 

° Wash sheets and blankets week- 
ly in hot water. (Dust mites are 
killed at temperatures over 130 
degrees Fahrenheit). 

* Clean air conditioners, humidi- 
fiers and dehumidifiers often to pre- 
vent mold growth. 

¢ Avoid oscillating or ceiling fans 
which keep allergens and dust sus- 
pended, 

¢ Dust twice weekly with a damp 
cloth to capture, rather than stir up, 
allergens. 


¢ Use double vacuum bags and 
change them regularly. Or choose a 
vacuum with a HEPA filter to cap- 
ture allergens. 


¢Ask guests not to smoke in your 
home.

Hach year about 25,000 Americans 
go blind from diabetic retinopathy, 
the most common form of diabetic eye 
disease. For more than 90 percent of 
these people, blindness could have 
been prevented with early detection 
and timely treatment. 

Diabetic eye disease refers to a 
group of eye problems that people 
with diabetes may face as a complica- 
tion of the disease. All can cause 
severe vision loss or even blindness, 
but all can also be treated before 
vision loss occurs. 

* Diabetic retinopathy — damage 
to the blood vessels in the retina. 

¢ Cataract — clouding of the eye’s 
lens, 

¢ Glaucoma — increase in fluid 
pressure inside the eye that leads to 
optic nerve damage and loss of vision. 

Often there are no symptoms in 
the early stages of the disease. Vision 
may not change until the disease

If you’re like most people, you 
occasionally experience minor — but 
frustrating — memory lapses, like for- 
getting people’s nanies or misplacing 
objects such as car keys.

In preparation, they are advising 
all members of the community age 65 
and older and other adults and chil- 
dren who have chronic health prob- 
lems like respiratory disease or heart 
problems to get a flu shot. These 
include people who have had their 
spleen removed, have allergies or 
asthma, and household members of 
high-risk people. 

The shot is safe. This cannot give 
you the flu, said Dr. Coleman. 

“It’s designed to produce antibodies 
against these three strains of influen- 
za, but it’s not 100 percent effective, 
only about 80 percent,” he said.

Lecithin found to reduce 
memory lapses in adults

61 people, ages 50 to 80, took either a 
placebo or two tablespoons of granu- 
lar lecithin each day for five weeks. 
Before and after the study period, 
participants took memory tests and 

“kept diaries of memory lapses, such 
as forgetting names, misplacing 
things or having a word “on the tip of 
the tongue.” 

Those who took the lecithin report- 
ed a significant decrease in memory 
lapses, from 35 to 19 per week, com- 
pared to those who took the placebo. 
A larger follow-up study on 117 peo- 
ple, ages 35 to 80, confirmed the ear- 
lier findings. The second study fur- 
ther showed the youngest partici- 
pants (ages 35 to 49) improved the 

~most, but all age groups had signifi- 
cantly fewer memory lapses. 

The researchers, Dr. Florence 
Safford of Florida International 
University and Dr. Barry Baumel of 
the Neuromedical Centers of South 
Florida, suggested that lecithin might 
benefit memory by enabling certain 
nerves to better transmit signals. 
Also since lecithin is an important 


building block in nerve membranes it 
might help maintain nerve structure 
as a person ages. 

“Drs, Safford and Baumel conclud-. 
ed that “the cost of lecithin is so low, 
the negative side effects so minimal, 
and the potential benefits so positive 
that we would recommend trying the 
use of lecithin granules as food sup- 
plements to all persons experiencing 
memory problems.” Their studies did 
not address people experiencing ill- 
nesses such as Parkinson’s or 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

The richest food sources of lecithin 
are eggs, red meats and nuts. Some 
experts have noted that, in our 
efforts to cut back on such fatty 
foods, we may be unintentionally 
decreasing lecithin intake to subopti- 
mal levels. 


Eliminating an egg from the daily 
diet, for example, results in one-third 


less total lecithin for the day, on aver- 


age. For people concerned about get- 
ting an adequate intake of lecithin, 
granular supplements like those used 
in the study are available in health 
food and drug stores.

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Women insufficiently in 
breast cancer treatment options 


A recent national survey of 800 
women 35 years and older showed 
that 63 percent would choose lumpec- 
tomy (removing only the lump) with 
radiation therapy and only 20 percent 
would choose mastectomy (removal of 
the breast) for treatment of early 
stage.breast cancer when fully 
informed about these two options and 
their comparable success rates. 

According to National Cancer 
Institute data, however, only 28 per- 
cent of women with early stage breast 
cancer receive lumpectomies. 
Responses to the national survey, con- 
ducted by two non-profit research 
groups, the Alliance for Aging 
Research and the Society for the 
Advancement of Women’s Health 
Research, revealed that the form of 
treatment women receive is quite dif- 
ferent from what average American 
women would prefer. 

“This is an extremely important 
finding of the opinions of American 
women,” said Phyllis Greenberger, 
executive director of the Society for 
the Advancement of Women’s Health 
Research, “because it strongly sug- 
gests that women are not currently 
being given all the facts before they 
make their decisions about breast can- 


cer treatment.” 

The survey found that women 65 
years and older were even less 
informed about breast cancer treat- 
ment options. However, like their 
younger peers, women over 65 favored 
lumpectomy over mastectomy by a 
wide margin when both options were 
fully explained. 

“While it is imperative to educate 
all women, a majority of breast cancer 
cases affect women between the ages 
of 65 and 84,” said Daniel Perry, exec- 
utive director of the Alliance for Aging 
Research. “This survey confirms that 
women in this age group require more 
education than they are receiving 
right now to ensure they are ade- 
quately informed about the treatment 
choices that are available. The impor- 
tance of doctors communicating clearly 
with their patients about their treat- 
ment options cannot be overstated.”

Valerian has been shown in clinical 
trials to improve sleep quality and 
reduce nervous tension.
